"The cat* will mew and the dog 
will have his day," said Shakespeare 
but many, people in the lakes region 
think the dog has ■ had - his' clay as 
a family pet. Others disagree. 

Looking at dog license registra- 
tions in the communities, talking to 
mail carriers and meter readers, one 
might think "man's best friend" has 
been replaced. 

BUT VETERINARIANS, pet 
shop owners and the animal warden 
say that there are just as many dogs 
as there used to be, but owners are 
taking better care of them. 

However ( it is a fact that in An- 
tioch, Lake Villa and Lindenhurst 
dog registration permits have gone 
down in the last few years. Antioch 
licensed 164 dogs in 1957, only 72 
last year and license requests so far 
this year are moving even slower. 
In Lake Villa, registrations were 
down about 60 last year from the 
year before. Lindenhurst financ/3 
took a beating in the dog license 
fund. .. 

Charles Maplethorpe, Antioch vil- 
lage employee who is charged with 
reading water meters notes that 
"you don't see nearly as many dogs 
as you used to." Postmen feel the 
same way. 

HOWEVER, NO MATTER how 
the record looks, dog lovers will get 
plenty of satisfaction from, many 
other people who vow that the dog is 
still as popular as ever. 

One man who should know, Wil- 
bur Turner, county animal warden 
who lives in Antioch, says there are 
not less dogs In the county. He 
feels there are more and adds that 
Lake County may be a "dropping 
off point" for unwanted dogs from 
Chicago and other populous areas. 
But he adds that the reason why 
people may not see as many as they 
used to is that "people control them 
more." 

THIS VIEW IS backed up by Dr. 
Richard Ripley, Antioch veterinar- 
ian, who notes that people are 
spending more money on their dogs. 
They get vaccinations, vitamins, 
rub-downs and boarding is a very 
big item at small animal clinics. 

The stature of the dog is increas- 
ing in the family, Dr. Ripley says, 
and probably is being forced on the 
owners. "Since the state adopted 
the mandatory rabies law, people 
are watching their dogs more close- 
ly." People don't let them run loose 
any more and the county animal- 
warden is cutting down on the num- 
ber of strays by his constant job of 
picking them up, the veterinarian 
says. 

USE OF SPECIALIZED dog foods 
is going up greatly, says Neil Reidel, 
Lake Villa village t clerk and feed 



store owner. And the L&R Pet 
Shop in >Antloch is selling much 
more, grooming. aid3 than ever be- 
fore. "People "keep their "dogs "con- 
fined more than ever before, but 
they get better care," says Leo 
Rumpsa, owner. 

However, dog registrations are 
going down in the villages and that's 
a fact all can see. The reasons for 
it may be that "people just dont 
want to spend money to license their 
dogs," says Neil Reidel. It would 
seem, he says, that people who want 
to take better care of their animals 
would want them licensed, but that 
just doesn't seem to he so. 

But owners are being warned that 
this will all change next year as the 
dog ordinance in Lake County will 
be enforced more stringently. Tur- 
ner notes that his office will be i:* 
a .better position to force better en- 
forcement. 

BOG POPULARITY may dimin- 
ish as to breeds, but not the dog as 
a pet, says Dr. Ripley. Boxers and 
cocker spaniels used to be the rage, 
he notes, but toy poodles are becom- 
ing the leading breed as a pet here 
now. "And they require more 
grooming." 

So no matter what the meter read- 
er says, there are just as many dogs 
now as ever — maybe more. So . . .

HS Bond Issue 
Canvass Shows 
Bad Vote Markers 

Total vote in the election which 
defeated the call for a new $1,785,- 
000 bond issue for a new high school 
for the Antioch district was 2,051, 
the school board official canvass 
revealed. 

There were 894 yes votes, 1042 no, 
and 25 were spoiled ballots. The 
proposition was defeated in the big 
Antioch precinct where 1,344 votes 
were cast. Antioch Township voted 
8-5 against the issue. 

THE OFFICIAL canvass revealed 
that some persons do not know how 
to mark a ballot, apparently not by 
reading the instructions. The law 
states that only certain markings 
can be valid and the school board 
agreed that it would be good elec- 
tion procedure for all elections, 
school and political, to make at- 
tempts to instruct the voter on how 
to properly mark ballots. 

In this election, the number of 
spoiled ballots did not make a dif- 
ference but in other balloting it 
might, the board noted. 

After the official canvass, the 
board went into a closed-door ses- 
sion to discuss the referendum and 
future plans. A reporter was asked 
to leave, but Robert Denman, board 
president, noted that the board 
could take no official action in the 
session.

Regal Workers Vote Friday 
On Labor Union Question 



Spirited campaigning by the union 
and the company has marked the 
approaching vote of Regal China 
Co. workers on whether to accept or 
reject the International Chemical 
Workers Union. The employees will 
vote Friday from 3 to 6:30 pan. 

Employees have been bombarded 
for about three months with cam- 
paign literature from the union and 
plant meetings held by the com- 
pany. Interest in the election is said 
to be at a fever-pitch at the Regal 
China Co. plant 

THE ELECTION WILL be con- 
ducted by Norbert C. Rayford, of 
the Chicago office of the National 
Labor Relations Board. It will be 
an entirely secret election with a 
single ballot box and counting of 
the votes in the presence of union 
and company officials, Rayford told 
The Antioch News this week. 

In order to win, tine union must 
gain at least 51 percent of the votes. 
A tie vote goes in favor of the com- 



pany. Employees will vote "yes" or 
"no" in acceptance of the union as 
their bargaining agent with the 
company. There are approximately 
16Q employees eligible to vote in the 
election. 

LEADING THE UNION organiz- 
ing efforts has been T. H. (Red) 
Cheney of Zion who is an organiza- 
tion expert with the Chemical Work- 
er's Union. He also has conducted 
some employee meetings. 

If it is acceptedby employees, the 
union hopes to get more pay, better 
working conditions and other bene 
fits in immediate bargaining with 
the company, Cheney has told the 
workers. 

If the union wins the election, 
that does not necessarily mean that 
all employees will haVe to join the 
local, Rayford noted. It will depend 
upon what type of agreement is 
reached between the company and 
the union, and upon the certifica- 
tion of the union. There may be 



either an open shop or a union shop 
arrangement set up, Rayford said. 

ABOUT HALF OF the current 
production employees of the com- 
pany came here from the south and 
originally many had meager educa- 
tion. However, observers have noted 
that the educational attainments of 
this group of workers has been 
changing upwards* recently. 

The company which manufactures 
lamps and other novelty china 
items, has been opposed to union 
representation for its employees. 
It has claimed that foreign import- 
ations of similar manufacturers has 
hurt business seriously -and union 
gains at the plant could place the 
company in competitive difficulties. 

Several bonuses and pay raises 
have been instituted in recent 
months. The union has claimed these 
would not have come about if the 
union had not attempted to or- 
ganize.

" His advice to negotiators: paint the walls a soothing quiet

AMONG LIGHT colors, according to the experts, the most ap- 
petizing and appealing to the emotions are peach, orange, clear 
yellow and pale green. , • . 

Blue is considered all right — but mostly as a background 
for display purposes. 

In deep colors, brown and tan seem best related to foods. Deep 
yellow, with a mustard or olive cast, is decidely undesirable. 

Peep green and dark blue are relatively appealing — although 
the color coordinators say dark tones are not in general as good as 

the light. ' „ 

Dismal colors such as gray or black are to be avoided at all 
costs, except for touches as contrast. 

There's a remarkably consistent reaction in different individ- 
uals to identical colors. This is due to an after-image that one sees 
after gazing at a color for 30 seconds or more. 

The after-image is the complementary color of the one that 
you look at. After gazing steadily at orange, for instance, if'you'll 
train your eye on a neutral background you'll see a blue after- 
image. After red, green. And after purple, yellow. 

The operator of a meat market whom I know once painted his 
walls yellow — and promptly began to lose trade. 

Then a color consultant showed him that his meat appeared 
purple — tainted — against the yellow walls. 

He .did the walls over in green (which made the meat appear 
red and fresh) and watched his trade increase 35 per cent in four 
weeks.

New Dairy Prices 
On Chicago Bound 
Milk Announced 

Prices to be received by dairy 
farmers shipping milk to Chicago 
milk handlers during April will 
show only a slight dip despite a rec- 
ognized seasonal fluctuation, Harry 
L. Edwards, Director of Sales for 
Pure Milk Assn., reported today. 

Producers will receive $3.39 per 
cwt. at delivery points within the 
55-to 70-mile zone for base milk and 
$2.88 per cwt, for surplus milk deliv- 
ered in April, Edwards said. 

THE PRICES ARE for milk test- 
ing 3.5 per cent butterfat. The but- 
terfat differential, which remains 
the same as for March, is 6.9 cents 
per cwt. for each tenth of 1 per cent 
above or below 3.5 per cent. 

The April base milk includes 11 
cents per cwt. super pool premium, 
as the result of negotiations con- 
ducted by Pure Milk Assn. With Chi- 
cago milk handlers. No super pool 
addition is included in the surpluj 
price. 

The March 1959 base milk price 
was $3.42 per cwt., Including a 12 
cent super pool premium and the 
surplus price for that month was 
$2.90 per cwt. 

AS A WHOLE, production in the 
market was unusually uniform in 
April and sales of milk and cream 
tended to be better than in March.

Seaway Reduces 
Shipping Costs 

The cost of shipping grain has 
been substantially reduced since the 
opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway 
and the arrival of the first ocean- 
going vessel at Chicago, State Direc- 
tor of Agriculture Stillman J. Stan- 
ard reported to Governor William G. 
Stratton. 

"The current shipping rate via the 
new seaway from Chicago to Rot- 
terdam is 24 cents a bushel," Stanard 
reported. "This is roughly cents 
less than last year before the deep 
draft locks were opened. While this 
reduction is a tremendous stimulant 
to the grain- market in the midwest 
it is only the first step toward a 
healthy commerce in our agriculture 
products." 

STANARD SAID grain elevators 
in the Lake 'Calumet area of Chi- 
cago have loaded an estimated one 
and one-half million bushels of grain 
for foreign ports. The new foreign- 
market loading, he said, created ad- 
ditional responsibilities for the grain 
division in the inspection of holds 
of ocean-going carriers. Such cer- 
tification affects insurance rates on 
carriers. He said that numerous 
changes are being made in the load- 
ing equipment at grain elevators -to 
accommodate the larger vessels.

pentier has gone on record as being 
mightily opposed to every one. t , _; 

In a speech before the Illinois 
Editors and Publishers recently, the 
secretary made one of the strongest 
speeches for traffic safety ever made 
In the state. He claims that the 
bills would protect the very, persons 
the original laws sought to take off 
the highways. _ 

"WHY THIS BREAST-beating 
concern to afford children barely in 
their teens an opportunity to seek 
death or injury? Why this heart- 
rending plea to withhold suspending 
drivers whose record of conviction 
for moving traffic violations has in- 
dicated a contempt for traffic laws 
arid a disregard for the lives and 
safety of others?" the secretary asks. 

."And why in the name of suffer- 
ing humanity, this overweening de- 
sire to zealously protect the driving 
privileges of Illinois citizens convict- 
ed of drunken driving in -a sister 
state? Is it so that they may con- 
tinue to drive and kill or malm a 
father, mother or a child who has 
no lobbyist to represent them, no 
legislator concerned about their f u- 



tur welfare? Is athe privilege to; 
drive a motor vehicle so precious 
that It must take precedence over the 
sacred rights of others, "to life, lib-, 
erty" and at least a chance to pursue 
happiness? ^Why?^ 

THE SECRETARY continued: ; 
: "I have lain awake at nights and 
sought desperately the answers- to 
these and other questions which 
these bills hive caused to rise and 
plague me. I have been told by 
some observers that -this touching; 
desire to protect revoked and sus- 
pended drivers evidenced in so many 
of the: bills, bubbles Up from the 
wellspring of human kindness. 

"It Is caused by documented "ex- 
ceptions'* whom we have cruelly de- 
prived of making a livelihood when, 
through no fault of their own, they 
were taken suddenly drunk. To 
hear some opponents of the present 
drivers license law we singlehandedt 
ly caused the entire unemployment 
problem of the past several months." 
/He continued, saying that there are 
approximately 5 million drivers in 
Illinois. Since July 1, 1953 up to 
April 24, 1959, the state revoked or 
suspended a little more than 80,000 
drivers, 

"THIS MEANS THAT over a per- 
iod of six years, only 2 per cent of 
the driver population of Illinois lost

their driving privileges. And yet it 
is m for this extremely small minor- 
ity the rush is on to excuse from 
the consequences of their own care- 
lessness or lack of ability— so they 
can endanger the lives of the other 
98 per cent. \ 

"It has always interested me to 
listen to the bleeding hearts explain 
that "good old Joe only had a couple 
of beers and he would never have 
been convicted of drunken driving if 
he hadn't pleaded guilty, and you 
wouldn't want him to lose his job, 
would you?" On occasions I have 
been tempted to explain that "the 
good old Joe's" and their couple of 
beers have accounted for an untold 
number of fathers losing their jobs 
—permanently — through death, and 
leaving widows and orphans to be 
supported by the state. "Good old 
Joe's" defender never seems to un- 
derstand my point and always looks 
at me as if I were slightly daft." 

HE SAID HE FELT it was sadden- 
ing and extremely disheartening to 
watch a wealthy industry expend 
thousands of dollars on color motion 
picture propaganda featuring a 
titled British actor— commenting in 
cultured tones about the built-in 
safety features of motor-scooters in 
the hands of fantastically robust 14 
and 15 year- old girls and boys. 

"It is especially saddening and 
disheartening," he said, "when you 
know that the death and injury 
figures of state after state reveal 
a shocking increase when the same 
motor-scooters are placed in the 
hands of normal boys and girls - 
children not obtained from Holly- 
wood's Central Casting Bureau. Dur- 
ing the single year in which this 
type of vehicle was available to 14 
and 15 year old boys and girls, the 
sale of such vehicles zoomed In 
Illinois. 

«'SO DID THE death rate for 
drivers of motor scooters. 

"I feel certain that there was an 
attendant increase in the profits of 
manufacturers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers. Please do not misunder- 
stand me. I am a firm believer in 
the profit system, but isn't there 
something callous and cruel in an 
industry that calmly disregards the 
maimed and broken bodies of its 
innocent victims and proceeds to

its, while it urges the state to become

"Let me assure you," he told the 
editors, "that the pious insistence 
of the "motor scooter salesmen that 
all they want is the strict training 
and supervision of % childish /motor 
scooter operators is cheap fakery. 
If they know their ' business they 
know that supervision Is impossible. 
If they don't "k now their business, 
they have no right to be advising 
the citizens of Illinois. 

"I have painted the picture black 
—because it is black," he said. 

"BUT IN ALL HONESTY I must 
admit that there are unselfish groups 
who .have strongly supported our 
fight to stave off the proposed weak- 
ening, amendments. . . . They include 
numerous nationally famous casual- 
ty insurance companies, . whose 
blood-drenched figures are so care- 
fully ignored by the sturdy pro- 
ponents of the "let's slap their 
wrists" safety programs." 

"For 14 years it was my privilege 
to serve in the State Senate. For 
the past six years I have had the 
high honor of serving as your Sec- 
retary of State. In all sincerity I 
assure you that during those 20 years 
no program I have been allowed to 
administer has filled me with such 
a deep sense of accomplishment as 
has the drivers license program. 

"I GIVE YOU my solemn word of 
honor that not one of the proposed 
amendments will strengthen it. 
They WILL weaken it. Our law is 
not the "tough" stringent law its op- 
ponents have pictured. There are 
several states whose laws are far 
more inflexible and rigid. Yet their 
fatality records during the past 
several years has not been better 
than ours. I am not foolish enough 
to believe that in and of itself our 
driver license program has been 
full responsible for our reduced 
fatality record. But I do submit 
that its passage in 1953, and the 
overwhelming recognition by our 
newspaper editors of its inherent 
potentials for safety, "triggered" the 
reversal of the upward trend in 
highway deaths and led to last 
year's drastic reduction.

Saw Steel's 
Importance 

From tin cans and safety pins to 
automobiles and bridges, steel plays 
a major role in our lives ... as 
indicated by the attention focused 
on the industry's current labor con- 
tract negotiations. 

But it took a Chippewa Indian 
chief and "seven iron men" to point 
out the mineral wealth that borders 
Lake Superior .... and to lay the 
foundation for the world's largest 
steel industry. 

MICHIGAN WAS A wilderness in 
1845, when a merchant named Philo 
Everett heard rumors of possible ore 
deposits and went looking for copper 
and silver. According to research 
experts with The World Book En- 
cyclopedia, Everett reportedly ran 
into Full Moon, niece of Chief Marji- 
Geslck, who told him about a moun- 
tain of ore. The chief entertained 
Everett with Indian dances, passed 
him the ceremonial pipe, and then 
led him up a hill to a fallen pine tree. 
Under its roots lay chunks of iron 
ore . . . ready to be scooped up and 
fed to the furnaces in the east. 

In 1810, the U. S. had made 1,000 
tons of steel. In 1873, the figure 
topped one-million tons. But the 
richest deposit was still to be found. 

IRON EXPERTS had ignored one 
range in Minnesota, convinced that 
nothing worthwhile lay beneath its 
glacial drift. One company had 
even built its railroad across the 
eastern end of the range. 

The Merritt brothers, however, 
had grown up amid the prospecting 
fever and they took a chance on the 
range the Indians called "Mesabi" 
—"hidden giant." In 1890, they un- 
covered ore testing at US" per cent 
Iron. They had tapped one .of the 



greatest concentrations of ore yet 
discovered in the world. 

The "seven iron men" plunged into 
the development of the Mesabi but 
the Panic of 1893 caught them with 
too many commitments and too little 
money. 

MEN LIKE ROCKEFELLER, Car- 
negie, J. P. Morgan and Cyrus Eaton 
went on to give the steel industry 
its key role in the American econ- 
omy. 

One indication of the importance 
of steel .is the fact that the first bil- 
lion-dollar corporation was a steel 
combine. Today the industry — 
comprising more than 250 companies 
— has the capacity to produce some 
120-mlllion tons of steel a year. And 
almost 40 per cent of all jobs in man- 
ufacturing industries depend on the 
manufacture and use of steel.
